This law has been in operation for 
more than a year. but penalties were 
not quite stiff enough. Sc the other 
day the Michigan legislature put 
some mon* teeth in the law, and n*»w 
y» u pay $ LOJO and go to jail for two 
years if you are caught with liquor 
in your possession. 
The officers cen 
search around trains, automobiles. 
end baggage. 
In Maine prohibition ha* been in 
operation for many years, but never 
was so stringently enforced as now. 
Trains coming into the State from 
Massachusetts are met by four sepa­ 
rate sets of liquor hunter*— United 
States Department of Justice detec­ 
tives, Maine State liquor special 
agents, county sheriffs and the Inc*! 
town police. 
Thus the Federal gov­ 
ernment and three different sets of 
State authorities are all charged 
with the duty of stopping liquor 
from coining into the State. 
So it is now one of the various 
duties of the Department of Justice 
to see that this law is enforced.

“g H>ds.” you had better consult yo*“ 
lawyer.
